GENERAL REMARKS. 
A 


The greater part of the volumes above reported as being received 
by exchange, donation, and purchase, consist of law books pur- 
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chased from the funds- placed at my disposal by sales of ou 
Supreme Court Reports, laws, and duplicate books. $4,693.19 have 
been paid into the treasury on this account and $4,205.74 expend- 
ed, leaving a balance of $487.45 to which should be added .25 
balance November 30, 1876, making a total balance to the credit 
of the library fund of $487.70. The system of exchanges inaug- 
urated in 1871, has been continued, and copies of the laws and 
legislative journals of 1877, of each volume of Supreme Court re- 
- ports, and the digest prepared by Hon. Samuel Maxwell, Chief Jus- 


' tice, have been sent and deposited in the publie library of every 


other state and territory and in the Library of Congress. I have 
made some efforts to procure by donation and by purchase, copies 
of scarce volumes of our own laws, Tunning back to the year 1855, 
with a view ‘of still further completing broken sets in such 
libraries. For our own library, I have perfected a complete set 
of laws and journals, bound in uniform style, and have commenced 
the collection of documents published by authority of the ‘state, 
and not included in the journals of the legislature. Nebraska is 
making the beginnings of her history, and many documente-mow 
considered as serving merely a temporary purpose, will become 
valuable as years pass by. When our State shall celebrate the first 
century of her existence, and her population be numbered by mil- 
lions, the historian of those times will read with interest every- 
thing appertaining to these years of ours. Itis to be regretted, 
therefore, that a short-sighted policy has prevented the publica- 
tion of the journal and debates of the Constitutional Conventions 
of 1871 and 1875, and the reports of the State Board of Agricul- 
ture, showing the development of Agriculture and Horticulture 
during the past five years. In this connection I renew a recom- 
mendation made in my reports for 1875 and 1877, that 100 copies 
of each report or document, published by authority of the State, be 
deposited in the State Library. A continuation of the same lib- 
eral policy, devoting the proceeds of sales of our Supreme Court 
Reports to the Library Fund, will in a few years make our Library 
second to none in the western states. As yet there is no provision 
for printing a second edition of volumes, the copyright and plates 
of which are owned by" the State. This may soon become neces- 
sary with some of the volumes, and I suggest that proper pro- 
vision be made therefor by the legislature. Appropriations should 
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be made also for the pulieation of volumes 8, 9, 10, and 11, dur- 
ing the coming two years. 


WANTS OF THE LIBRARY. 


The present room in the Capitol building is entirely inadequate 
for the stoyage and proper safe keeping of books owned by the 
State. The growth of the library has been so great during the 
past four years that a large share of its books and documents, for 
want of room inthe Library, have been stored in closets built in the 
hall, while the Supreme Court reports have been stored away in 
boxes and other inconvenient places. I am not assured of thesafety 
of these reports from the careless hands of those who may see fit to 
purloin them. The State, in justice to any officer who is charged 
with the safe keeping of any of its property, ought to provide 
some place where they ean be under lock and key. This want 
of room will of course be felt until the present capitol shall be re- 
placed by another; but the evil here complained of can be reme- 
died in some degree, if the legislature will provide for the shelving 


-of the room immediately over the Supreme Court room, known as 


the Armory, where all these books can be properly catalogued, classi- 
fied and arranged convenient for the inspection of citizens.of our 
state, who so frequently apply for information and statistics alone 
contained in them. To discharge the duties of a Librarian prop- 
erly, one should be able to answer readily all inquiries for books, 
and if they belong to the library to immediately produce them. 
Situated as our library now is this can only be done with the books 
of the law department. 

In this eonnection, I renew the recommendation made two years 
ago for the allowance of a salary sufficient for an assistant in the 
discharge of duties as Librarian. The office of State Librarian, 
does not, of course, equal in dignity, nor is the incumbent of it en- 
titled to the same emoluments as those of the various officers of the 
Executive Department of the State, and if these duties in our 
state were confined exclusively to the library the State ought not 
to be put to the expense of an assistant; but it will be borne in 
mind that under the Constitution of our State, the offices of re- 


_ porter and clerk of the Supreme Court, and State Librarian are 


combined into one. During the past two years the court has sat 


(as 
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five months in each year. Three volumes of reports have been 


prepared for the press, the proof of each volume carefully read, _ 


the authorities cited in every case, verified, and a fnll and complete 
index made. Over 2000 volumes of these reports, session laws, 
and legislative journals have been shipped by mail and otherwise 
to other states, and to purchasers all over the United States. The 
various routine duties of clerk have been performed during the 
daily sessions of court, opinions recorded, and attorneys and clients 
promptly notified of the result of their cases. The library has 
been kept open beyond the ordinary business hours of other pub- 
lie offices, and with but few intermissions during the evening of 
sessions of court. Several hundred law books have been received 
and placed on the shelves. Accounts’of receipts and expenditures 
kept. Books purchased (this alone occupying no little time in 
proper selection) and a somewhat voluminous correspondence at- 
tended to. Itis but justice to say that all this could not have 
been ‘accomplished without the valuable assistance of Mr. H. H. 
Wheeler, who has gone beyond his regular duties as my deputy in 
the clerk’s office, and given his assistance in the library and in 
other duties daily required of my office. It is not probable that 
these duties will be lessened, but rather increased as the library 
grows, and I trust the legislature will see the justice of the demand 
for an assistant librarian with a moderate ‘salary, to whom the 
care of the library can be entrusted during the time the Reporter 
of the Court is engaged in his duties of printing the volumes of 
Supreme Court Reports. 


APPROPRIATIONS AND EXPENDITURES. 


Annexed hereto will be found exhibits of accounts of receipts 
and expenditures during the years 1877 and 1878. The item for 
bailiffs of Supreme Court in the appropriation act of the last ses- 
sion was insufficient, and in making the estimates for the coming 
two years I have increased this item, as also that for postage, and 
have added a sum sufficient to defray the expense of fitting up the 
Armory as an “ Annex? to the Library.
